In general terms, it 
seems that no general officer, under the 
conditions and armaments existing on 
modern battlefields, is entitled to an- 
ticipate victory unless he has a positive 
instinct for the enemy’s flank, and in 
this case Gen. Buller, after first striv- 
ing to pierce the center, has made some 
effort to turn-his enemy’s left and with- 
out success. is, of course, is purely 
tactical. Whether it will be advisable 
to engage in further tactical maneuvers 
or to make an attempt to solve the 
preblem by a strategical operation, is a 
matter that can only be wisely decided 
upon the ground. 

“When the English were so far away 
the Boers, with rare wisdom, for they 
are the minority as compared with the 
great power of England, though they 
were then the majority on the spot, 
seized the initiative and Wngland has 
ever since been competled to respond. 
Not that she desired to do so: it was 
and is compulsory. The burghers are 
a religious race, brought up free ahd 
independent and the only way to domi- 
nate them is to whim them individu.

new scheme for nominating Presiden- 
tial electors this year. 

This court decision was to the effect 
that the Australian ballot system, 
which obtains in almost every State 
now, does not permit a district to nom- 
inate for office where a still larger 
district is to vote; that is, for illus- 
tration, Congress districts cannot nom- 
inate a man for office upon which a 
whole State is to vote. This is exactly 
what has been happening in the case 
of Presidential clectors. Heretofore, 
each district has nominated its elec- 
tors, and they have been elected by 
vote of the entire State. The Repub- 
lican Committee in a few days will 
issue an order changing this plan for 
the coming election, and will order that 
each district recommend to the State 
convention a name for Presidential elec- 
tor, and that these electors be then 
nominated by the convention. This, in 
effect will be the same, but it is ex- 
pected that in time State conventions 
will do all this nominating without 
much suggestion from districts.

SHOOTING DBNOUNCED. 


The Republican State officials and 
members of the Legielature, without 
exception, denounce the shooting in 
the most unmeasured terms. Gov. Tay- 
lor immediately caused a small address 
to be published, in which he declared 
the affair to be a disgrace, and an out- 
rage, and calling for the most sober 
condemnation. He sent orders at once 
to Adjt.-Gen. Collier, directing him to 

steps for the preservation of or- 
der. Gen. Collier is a Republican, and 
opposed to Mr. Goebel. He declared 
the shooting to be a most cowardly 
affair, and one that upon every con- 
sideration was to be regretted. He lost 
no time in making. speeches, however. 
Before Mr. Goebel had beer lifted from 
the ground, to be carried to the hotel, 
Gen, Collier had telephoned to the ar- 
mory, half a mile distant, directing the 
local infantry company, which was 
stationed there, under command of 
Capt. Wolcott to proceed at once to 
the Capitol grounds, take on 
of them and the approaches, allowing 
nobody to enter the gates. Twenty 
minutes after the shooting, Capt. Wol- 
cott and his men marched across the 
front of the Capitol building and halted 
at the foot of the steps. Orders were 
issued to outside companies throughout 
the State to make ready at once to 
come to Frankfort, the entire State 
guard being called into service. It was 
feared that the news of the shooting 
would 60 inflame the Democrats that 
they would come to Frankfort in 
swarms, while the mountaineers would 
loge no time in coming to the capital 
for the purpose of upholding their 
party principles. 

“It makes no difference to me,” said 
Gen. Collier, “who starts anything; we 
will preserve order on both sides.”

MILITARY OUT IN FORCE. 


Three hundred men of the Second 
Kentucky Infantry were camped 
around the Capitol buildings tonight, 
and 1500 more are expected during the 
night and before noon tomorrow. 

Word was received from the Louts- 
ville Legion, the First Kentucky Regt- 
ment, that it would bring with it a 
Gatling gun. 

The Gatling gun of the Lexington 
company was posted just to the west 
of the Capitol steps, and a tall ser- 
geant who had it in charge had care- 
fully calculated the range to a row of 
small stores and dwelling-houses south 
of the Capitol grounds. For weeks it

CANNOT RECOVER.

OHIO’S ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


SUSTAINED BY A SUPREME COURT 
DECISION. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

COLUMBUS (O.,) Jan. 30.—The Su- 
preme Court today handed down a de- 
cision which sustains what is generally 
known as the Valentine-Stewart anti- 
trust law, which prohibits the combi- 
nation of companies or firms for illegal 
purposes, which are therein outlined.
